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Sanitary Conditions Are 
Menace To Health Of All 


Citizens, Says Co. Officer 


Several times recently The Clip- 
per has called attention to the un- 
fightly and unsanitary conditions 
prevailing in Elba, with the hope 
that citizens of the town would 
join in a campaign to “clean-up” 
our streets and vacant lots, Our 
efforts were directed along the 
line of civic pride, So far, not 
much interest has been manifest- 
ed in this undertaking. 

A more serious aspect of condi- 
tions prevailing here and through- 
out other towns of the county has 
been brought to our attention 
through the Health Department. 
Sanitary conditions are in such a 
State that the health of all our 
citizens is in danger. The true 
Status of the matter is outlined in 
a letter which has been received 
from Mr, L, H. King, sanitation 
officer of the county, and we are 
publishing the letter in full for 
the benefit of all concerned. How- 
ever, we will say that in Elba 
Plans have been made and work 
is now in progress on correcting 
the defects in the sewerage sys- 
tem, Here is Mr. King’s letter 
in full: 


An unusual ceremony for a de-

proved excreta disposal means, 
The entire sewerage from approy- 
cd sewer connections are diluted- 
untreated—into streams of insuffi- 
cient size to avoid nuisance even 
from an odor standpoint. 

The Sanitary Status of Blba 
shows that of the 447 homes, 358 
have approved sanitary facilities, 
but the Sewer System is far from 
being efficient. Since some of the 
mfAn-holes have settled, causing 
the sewerage to back up in the 
mains, Sanitary Sewers have been 
connected to Storm Sewers which 
are left open to flies and other 
Cisease carrying insects. In spite 
of the advantage of having the 
river to dilute this sewerage, at 
present some of it empties on dry 
ground and has to wind its way 
down to the bank and then into 
the river, thereby causing odors 
and a potential danger to the 
spread of intestinal diseases, 

New Brockton has only 387 
homes with approved disposal 
methods, against 158 homes that 
ére using unapproved and danger- 
ous facilities. In the rural dis- 
tricts very few homes are safe- 
guarding health by the use of 
proper type sanitation. 

These facts and figures are not 
cffered with the intent to criti- 
cize any one, but to show the con- 
ditions as they actually exist and 
to encourage the good citizens of 
the county to lend their aid to the 
County Health Unit in an effort 
to correct these conditions, 

We should not let 62 per cent, 
cr nearly two-thirds, of our chil- 
cren continue to go on living 
under the handicaps of hookworm 
disease. As you know, hookworm 
disease causes a patient to become 
run-down physically and to be 
much more susceptible to other 
diseases. At the same time the 
mind is dulled so that the best 
in education and general intelli- 
gence is not attained. LET'S DO 
SOMETHING!

BEVERAGE ALCOHOL AND ITS 
SOCIAL PERILS 


LESSON THXT—Amos 6:1-6; I Peter 
2:11, 12; 4:1-5, 

GOLDEN TEXT—It ts good neither to 
eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor any- 
thing whereby thy brother stumbleth,— 
Romans 14:21, 


“Hazards in the use of alcohol in 
& machine age’’—this is the topic 
assigned for our lesson today. It is 
a good one and worthy of the care- 
ful thought of every intelligent citl- 
zen. With automobiles alone kill- 
ing over a hundred persons a day, 
and the obvious connection between 
alcohol and death on the highway, 
Wwe might say much about the folly 
of trying to cut down traffic acci- 
dents while we are licensing more 
and more ‘‘taverns"’ along the road 
to fill the drivers with the destrue- 
tive stuff, 

There is much that might be said 
about the social havoc that is being 
wrought by alcohol, It is bad enough 
that a man pays 25 cents for a 
drink, but even worse, that he gives 
25 minutes of his life for each in- 
dulgenee, But the liquor industry 
covers that up under a mask of fes- 
tivity, making booze look like a de- 
sirable adjunct to congenial and suc- 
cessful living. It does not picture 
the bleary eye and the babbling 
tongue of the drinker, nor does it 
present the broken-hearted moth- 
er, the devastated home, the ragged 
children, and the empty cupboard, 
Liquor is one of America’s major 
problems. Let us face it. 

The Scrip ure portions assigned 
for our lesson rightly emphasize 
fundamentals, the first being a call 
to awake from a false sense of se- 
curity, the second emphasizing that 
this is a spiritual battle, and the 
third pointing the way of victory as 
being in holy living. 

I. Foolish Security When Sur- 
rounded by Danger (Amos 6:1-8). 

Surprise attack is always effec- 
tive. Satan would lull us all to sleep 
in the assurance that ‘‘God’s in his 
heaven—all’s well with the world,” 
God is in heaven and it is certain 
that ultimately He will reign over 
all, but just now the world is in 
the hands of the Wicked One (I. 
John 5:19). 

The people of Amos’ day, to whom 
the message was addressed, had 
come to the point where prosperity 
had made them at ease when they 
should have been active, foolishly 
secure when they should have been 
sacrificially serving their fellow 
men who were in need. The pic- 
ture is astonishingly up-to-date. To- 
day in our own land the Gold Coast 
and the slums rub elbows, but few 
of those who have plenty are con- 
cerned about those who have not. In 
the eyes of most people the pur- 
pose of gaining possessions (s to re- 
lieve one from the necessity of work 
and to enable one to evade life's 
responsibilities. 

America needs to awaken to its 
dangers, and we repeat that not the 
least of these is the liquor question. 
We must either win a victory over 
it, or it will destroy our people. 

Ii. Spiritual Warfare—While at 
Peace with God (I. Pet. 2:11, 12). 

“Fleshly lusts, which war against 
the soul’ (vy. 11) are the object of 
serious concern on the part of every 
sincere Christian, There is a battle 
on, and the enemy of our soul 
knows how to make the abuse of 
the normal impulses and appetites 
of man his strong ally. The rush of 
modern life, the increasing use of 
stimulants, both natural and arti- 
ficial, the very luxury in which many 
live, these things tend to give the 
flesh and its desires undue promi- 
nence, and not infrequently cause 
even God's children to fall into sin, 
We are called to a holy warfare,

Brick Hotel Lot Selected 
For Postoffice Building 
Site; $4,400 Is Price Paid 


The lot on Southeast corner of 
Court Square, known as the Brick 
Hotel lot, has been selected for 
the site of Elba’s new Post Office 
building. This news was contain- 
ed in a letter received by Post- 
master W. L. English last week. 
The notice stated: 

‘Reference is made to the 
land sought to be acquired as 
a site for the Post Office at 
Elba, Alabama, 

“You are advised that, under 
date of February 13, 1989, ac- 
ceptance was made of the pro- 
posal submitted by J. M. 
Garrett, Mrs. Laura EE. Rowe 
and Mrs. W. H. Coston, for 
the sale of property situated 
at the Southeast corner of 
Davis and Factory Streets, 
dimensions 150x150 feet, in 
amount $4,400.00, as the site 
for the proposed building.” 

It will be remembered that on 
July 1st last year messages were 
received from Congressman Henry 
B. Steagall announcing that the 
Department had set aside $75,000 
for a Post Office building here. A 
few weeks later bids on sites were 
asked for and when these were 
opened in August a number es lots 
were offered. 

On the last day of AeURt Mr. 
A. S. Hargrove, Inspector for the 
Department, came to Elba and 
gpent several days making a de- 
tailed study of sites offered and 
collecting other information re- 
quired by the Government, 

Although Elba had been on the 
eligible list for several months, 
many expressed the opinion even 
after announcement that the funds 
bad been set aside that it would 
be several years before we secur- 
cd a building. Some went so far 
as to say that it would take at 
least two years to select a build- 
ing site after bids were received. 
These “doubters” have missed 
their calculations and now that 
the sité has been chosen, we are 
getting nearer the goal. 

The hotel lot is ideally located 
for the new building and we feel 
sure will be pleasing to a majority 
of the people of the city.

The legislature will have a pub- 
Jic hearing on the new “Equaliza- 
tion’’ measure, now pending before 
the house, on next Wednesday, 
March 1. News that the public 
hearing would be held was receiy- 
ed by The Clipper from Represen- 
tative C, C, Peacock in-a long 
distance message late Tuesday af- 
{ernoon, Mr. Peacock stated that 
he would be very glad to have a 
large delegation from Coffee at 
this hearing. 

This new measure, which takes 
the place of three introduced sev- 
eral weeks ago, has met with stiff 
npposition. However, the admin- 
istration forces were able to pass 
the measure in the senate last 
week by a vote of 19 to 14, The 
bill seeks to replace the present 
board of review with a “Board 
of Equalization” composed of three 
members to be selected by the 
head of the tax department and 
the Governor, ‘The object of the 
measure is to get “More Honest 
Tax Money,” according to sponsors 
of the measure. 

In an effort to ease some of 
the strong opposition to the bill, 
Governor Dixon and other spon- 
sors have tried to explain that it 
will only apply to the large prop- 
erty owners who are not now pay- 
ing their equal share of the tax 
burden, They say that the small 
property owners will not be af- 
fected. The measure is aimed at 
the “BIG” fellow. You've heard 
that one before. 

People of Alabama and especial- 
ly those in Coffee County remem- 
Ler what happened when we had 
“Tax Adjusters” under the Kilby 
administration. “Tax Equaliza- 
tion” does not sound just exactly 
hike the old phrase, but it means 
the same thing. If you, Mr. Prop- 
erty Owner, are satisfied to let 
the power of assessment be trans- 
ferred from Coffee to the capitol 
ir Montgomery, then just keep 
quiet. If you want to join in the 
fight against the tax raising meas- 
ure, plan to attend the public 
hearing next Wednesday and write 
to your representatives and to any 
cther representative you might 
know. 

Coffee’s representative and sen- 
ator are both against the bill and 
are fighting it. Your encourage- 
ment will be appreciated.
